Mrs, Julia Kiniski, who frequently 
talks good sound sense, has been telling a 
meeting of the Polish Democratic Alliance 
that its members should transfer their 
loyalty to Canada because this is their 


home. 


She says that those who come to 
Canada from other countries must be pre- 
pared to accept the responsibilities of good 
citizenship in Canada in every possible 


way. 


There is contained in this advice and 
this warning the essence of a complete 


immigration policy. 


The success of any 


movement stands or falls on the willing- 
ness of the migrants to adapt themselves 
to the ways and language and thought of 


their new country. 


But what Mrs. Kiniski says to her 
countrymen is equally applicable to every 


racial group in Canada. 


This is a tremendously polyglot coun- 


try. Some 27 languages 
throughout the Dominion. 


Of Canada’s total population, 9,487,- 
808 persons were born in Canada, 1,003,- 


769 were born in other parts of the Em- 
pire, 653,705 were born in Europe, 44,443 
were born in Asia, 312,473 were born in 
the United States. 

The racial origins of the population 


are much more complex. Only 49.68 per

cent originates in the British Isles. Of 
French descent are 30,27 per cent, The bal- 
ance is made up of 29 other races. 

It is obviously of extreme importance 
that this highly complicated racial mix- 
ture should be boiled down into some kind 
of national uniformity with the slightest 
possible delay. . 

But that boiling down process is re- 
tarded by a number of factors, chief 
among which is the tendency of new set- 
tlers to form themselves

April 18. 


There was a later announcement that 
the investigation would commence again 


April 28.

It is not 
good for public confidence which has al- 
ready been battered by the frequent de-

The sittings of the enquiry began 


August 13, 1947 and, after one day, the 
probe adjourned to November 24. 
The commission sat five days in 


November. thirteen days in December, 


eleven days in January, fourteen days in 
February and two days in March. 

A lot of evidence can be taken and 
digested in 46 solid days of investigation. 


But now it looks as though the enquiry 


may drag on until fall. 
The quickness and sureness of British 


justice are its finest qualities. This probe 


is beginning to look like a fashionable 


American murder trial. 


Chief Justice Howson is useful to the 
enquiry. But, like everybody else, he is 
not indispensible to it. 

If he is not ready to go on by May 10, 
the new date, the provincial government

With the Italian elections over, 
Italy will be invited to join the 
western union of Britain, France 
and the Benelux countries. Slow- 
ly a loose confederation of West- 
ern Europe is coming into being, 
with various a 
views among the 
members of how 
far-reaching it 
should be 

At most, a true 
political and ec- 


onomic union 

will emerge; at 

least, an econ 

omic and defense 

union, And, in 

connection with THOMPSON 
defense, a very important ques- 


tion is being discussed among the 
members: Should the European 
union attach itself to the Ameri- 
can defense system or be, as it 
were, a third force? 
Switzerland--who may not join 
the union and certainly will not 
in the event of its defense system 
being tied with ours in military al- 
liances—favors the third force 
The weakness of Europe leads 
in the other direction. It is ar 
gued that since five states of Kast 
ern Europe project the Red army 


into the heart of Europe, this must 
be offset by the acquisition of an 
American alliance 

This is, of course, a natural re- 
action, But a vital question of 
statesmanship is involved here, I 
plead with all the energy I have 
for the other solution. 


For Freedom 


Of Europe 
The object of policy should be 
to achieve European freedom, and

is possible, for certainly no one 
knows the weight the Russians 
give to various alternatives. But 
a policy must assume that Russia 
primarily is interested in her own

the establishment of any perma-

Furthermore, the establishment 
of military alliances between 
Western Europe and the United 
States of America will only 
Strengthen the Russian hold on 
the East European states and pre- 
vent any reunion of Europe short 
of war, 

The solution is a Europe strong 
enough to defend herself against 
attack and free of all external al- 
liances 

The United States then should 
offer the Soviet Union a treaty 
of aid, in case of an attack by the 
armies of Europe or any part of 
Europe against the Soviet Union, 
and, at the same time, proclaim 
as a fundamental policy that any 
Russian attack on Europe will 
be a casus belli 

Such a solution, to which should 
be added severa] other mutual 
compromises in the nature of a 
quid pro quo, promises Russia 
security and nullifies any reason 


for the Eastern Europe military 
allfances as well. If it were re- 
jected by Russia, we should ex- 
pect war, for it would make it 


very clear that Russia is not look- 
ing for security or pacification

Editor, Bulletin—A raid, gigan- 
tic in scope, is being planned on 
the rich resources of Alberta, The 
pretentious plan, in outline, is 
given in April 24th Toronto Star 
Weekly. In that picture it is our 
great gas fields that have aroused 
their cupidity and started them 
scheming to evolve a plan for 
draining these gas fields off for 
the profit and aggrandizement of 
other places outside of Alberta. 

It is not so bad that they take 
our wheat and other grain away 
for milling and for feeding stock 
elsewhere or take a small part of 
our possible coal output away.

will do Alberta very little good. 
Expensive pipe will be fabricated 
in the East. Transient crews will 
lay the pipe and sink the wells, 
whether they be for gas or oil, 
and will go away again leaving 
ruined fields and poverty in their 
wake as they have done in many 
places. 

We will become a mere store- 
house for them to draw on for 
their requirements, much like 
Alaska where over a billion dol- 
lars worth of salmon alone has 
been taken from the waters as 
well as many million dollars worth 
of shell fish and other fish. Then 
there has been hundreds of mil- 
lions in gold, in timber and in 
other products taken from there. 
What has Alaska to show for it to- 
day? A scanty population of some 
80,000 living for the most part in 
shacks and bunk houses. 

Are we to allow pipe lines to 
run out of our province carrying 
unprocessed wealth away in this 
manner? Do we wish to become 
another Alaska? It took a lot of 
dickering to get our resources 
from the reluctant Federal gov- 
ernment and perhaps we would 
have never acquired them had 
they known at that time what 
those resources really were. 
Something should be done to stop 
this clamor about pipe lines.

“Before I left Paris,” she 
Writes, “Jean Paul Sartre, the 


existentialist philosopher, asked 
me to ask people how happy 
they geally were I tried it out 
on a pretty, dark-haired sales- 
girl in Farifield, Conn, 

‘Happy?’ She looked surprised. 
‘l guess 1 have more than I 
ever had before — better hours 
and all — but I wouldn't say I 
was happy, | suppose we over 
here just want too much.’ 

“Many others, however, said 
they were just too busy to think 
about it much.” 

Miss Swing gives some first- 
hand evidence of encounters 
with short-tempers, complaints, 
discourtesy, unpleasantness and 
the general source of these rest- 
less days, a kind of mass dys- 
pepsia that’s become the mood 
of the post-war world, 

Her report is sketchy, but you 
and I know it carries an awful 
load of essential truth. The truly 
happy people, like the North 
American bison, seems to be a 
vanishing breed. There are no 
bureau of statistic charts on the 
subject, None is needed, You feel 
it moving through the streets of 
any city or in the snug home of 
a friend or just in your own 
bones, 


Report Makes 
Grim Reading 


There are, of course, some fair- 
ly obvious reasons for this dis- 
turbing state of affairs. 

It was not merely coincidence 
that two stories which flanked 
Miss Swing’s article in our paper 
were the kind that claw at any- 
body's capacity for joy. One an- 
nounced the appointment of Ship- 
builder Clarence Wallace to study 
Canada’s “war potential.” The 
other quoted President Elpidio 
Quirino, of the Philippines, pro- 
phesying “war before Christmas.” 

There were a hundred other 
news stories in that edition guar- 
anteed to wipe the smile from the 
most optimistic face. 

Sometimes when [ find my own 
portable cloud of gloom settling 
over me as I read the papers I 
wonder if it wouldn't be smarter 
just to ignore the news. One of 
the few really happy people I 
know jis a self-made moron who 
limits her reading to Dorothy Dix 
and the funny papers. She is an 
extremt case of the It-Pays-To- 
Be-Ignorant school, but some- 
times I wonder. She looks 90 
cheerful there in ber vacuum. 


From the Files 


In looking over my list of close 
friends, a typically glum lot, this 
outside global influence seems to 
be the direct reason for their 
lack of real happiness, 

They remind me of an English 
family I was visiting one night 
during London's “little blitz.” A 
homb fell a few blocks away and 
failed to explode. It was either a 
delayed action or a dud, We sat 
there in the kitchen, waiting and 
disconsolate, Then the bomb blew 
up. The windows rattled, A cup 
fell from the table and shattered, 
Then the “all clear” went and we 
smiled and the tension was gone, 

That is the way it is now with 
most of us. Some of us choose to 
believe that the bomb is a dud, 
but we still must sit and wait and 
there'l] be no clear pure happi- 
ness until we know. 


Just Want 
Too Much 


Miss Swing quoted the girl who 
said she guessed we just wanted 
too much and that’s a thought 
that goes deep into our way of 
life 

There's hardly a friend or ac- 
quaintance of mine who isn't up 
to his ears in debt and worry in 
pursuit of material things—a new 
frigidaire or a record player or a 
new car or any of the ten thou- 
sand things that the Jones always 
seem to have. 

This mania for possession on 
easy credit terms surely has a 
link with the uncertainty of the 
times. Maybe we're all frantic. 
ally building up a well of gadgets 
and home appliances, surrounding 
ourselves with a fortress of shiny 
hardware to blot out the black 
clouds on the horizon. 

This kind of domestic rearma- 
ment is crowding out too many 
hours for real happiness. It’s a 
rare person who isn't lashed to 
the mast of instalment plans, 
working with more intensity and 
with more fear of security than 
ever before 

The result is precisely what 
Miss Swing discovered: People 
are just too busy to think much 
about happiness. : 

There is the problem, but where 
is the answer? 

About all we can do as indi- 
viduals is to look around us and 
note the new green leaves in 
the alders and smell the first 
scent of the summer breeze, just 
about the way it always was. We 
can watch the kids on the play- 
ground and the young lovers in 
the park, undaunted by any real 
or imagined trouble ahead, and 
maybe we can sit back and laugh 
at ourselves awhile. 

It looks like a long, tiresome 
wait and we'd better get all we 
can from it until the “all clear” 
goes, as it surely will.

A new method of handling 
penicillin enables this wonder 
drug to be used in combination 
with oxygen s0 that the patient 
can be supplied with an oxygen- 
penicillin mixture through an 
aiomiser, This new combination 


produced under the name of 
oxycillin has been successfully 
used already in a number of the 
largest London hospitals, espe- 
cially for bronchial infections. A 
calibrated container shows the 
doctor how much penicillin is be- 
ing received by the patient under 
the oxygen tent.

And how Joe Simpson could carry the puck. 

“Yes, sir. They made it rough before we finally 
bowled them over.” 

We might have reminded him that one Clint 
Benedict, in the Ottawa nets, was rated Eskimos’ 
greatest stumbling block in that never-to-be-forgot- 
ten series.
